WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Postmas- 
ter-General Cortelyou has given out 
an advance statement of the receipts 


and expenditures of the postal service 


for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1906. 
Tt shows a reduction of the annual 
Geficit from $14,572,581 for 1905 to $10,- 
616.996 for 1906 over four millions of 
Gollars, or 27.832 per cent. 

The total receipts for 1906 were $167,- 
982,783, an increase over 19065 of $15,- 
106,108, which is the greatest increase 
for any year in the history of the 
service. The percentage of increase 
in receipts for 1906 is 9.88, as compared 
with 6.42 for 1905. 

The total expenditures during 1906 
were $178.449,779, an increase of $11,- 
@50410 over 1905. ‘The percentage of 
increase in expenditure is less than 
for = number of years, and is smalier 
by -one-third than the percentage of 
fnereasc during 1905.

Gen. Wood suggests adding some 
artillery to the present garrison, and 
sending to the Philippines one squad- 
ron of each of the cavalry regiments 
in the United States.

Also there 
many field officers too old for their 
positions.

URDERER ENDS 
LIFE IN JAIL. 


BAKERSFIELD MAN CUTS 
THROAT WITH RAZOR.

Was Under Life Sentence for Kill- 
ing Deputy Sheriff, and Awaiting 
Outcome of Appeal to the Supreme 
Court—Prepared Carefully for His 
Death—History of Career and Trial. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 


BAKERSFIELD, Oct. 14.—Alfred W. 
Hulse, under life sentence for the 
murder of Deputy Sheriff William E. 
Tibbet and waiting the outcome of an 
appeal to the Supreme Court, killed 
himself in the County Jail at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon by cutting his throat 
with a razor. 

It was Hulse’s practice to shave him- 
self every Sunday, and for that pur- 
pose he borrowed a razor from the 
Sheriff's office. He made his request 
this morning as usual and cgrefully 
shaved himself. His lunch was taken 
up to him at 12 o'clock, but it de- 
veloped later that he left it unfasted. 
At 3 o'clock the attention of Jaller 
Price was directed to “murderer's row” 
by the screams of other prisoners, and 
on entering the corridor the officer 
found Hulse lying pith his head over 
the drain and breathing his last. 
Hulse has severed the jugular vein 
completely and died within a few 
minutes after the act was committed. 
He had been convicted as an accessory 
to the death of Deputy Sheriff Tibbet, 
who fell in a fierce battle, in a “joss 
house“ in this city, between a posse of 
officers and outlaw Jim McKinney. 
The battle occurred in Hulse’s room, 
end guns and ammunition purchased 
by him were found in the room after 


the fight. 

Whether Hulse actually was sent 
at the battle was never fully —— 
ined in court, but District Attorney 
Laird secured his conviction as an 
accessery. 

Deputy Sheriff Tibbet and City Mar- 
shall Packard, who were killed at the 
same time, met their death in April, 
1903. McKinney was killed in the 
same battle by Policeman Bert Tib- 
bet, a brother of one of the murdered 
officers. Hulse was convicted a year 
later and since that time he has been 
in the. County Jail waiting an appeal 
to the Supreme Court.

It is as natural for Fitzsimmons to 
pursue get-rich-quick schemes as it is 
for a dog to bark at a cat. His latest 
break-out is in Buffalo, N. V.. where he 
is already being investigated by the 
newspaper and the United States At- 
torney's office. 

The new thing Fitzsimmons has ar- 
ranged by which to “skin the easy” 


is called, in his characteristic effer- 
veacence, “The World Betterment 
League.” 


This name was too much: nobody of 
sense could down it, and presently the 
leading newspapers began to look into 


the affair. 
Then Fitzsimmons published “Meta- 
morphose,” a drivel that contains 


scripture, philosophy and literature, all 
mixed up together in a senseless con- 
fusion that is more obscure than Mrs. 
Eddy’s “Key to the Scriptures.” This 
is no new thing, however. He voided 
the same here, under a different hiero- 
glyph. 

Fitz launched his “league” at a meet- 
ing in the T. MC. A. building, and after- 
wards the officers said that they would 
never have rented it to him had they 
known his purpose. His chief speaker 
was one Axel Gustafson, Chicoga la- 
borite and Socialist agitator. He has 
evidently received his pro rata. An- 
other shouter was “Dr.” T. F. Hoyt of 
Seattle, who is exposed by the Buf- 
falo Express as a quack faker. 

FAMILIAR METHODS. 

The first department of the “league” 
to be originated was the financial 
branch, the “Golden Rule Fraternity.” 
bb familiar methods of $2 for $1 pre- 
vail. 

One of Fitzsimmons’s first moves 
when he went to Buffalo was to buy 
the charter of the Western New York 
Masonic Relief Association. That was 
@ Masonic insurance order which was 
chartered in 1871. The organization 
died in a few years and Fitzsimmons 
bought the charter for $150. By «a 
court order the name was later 
changed to the Economic Relief Asso- 
chation, as Masons objected to the use 
of the word Masonic in connection with 
Fitzsimons’s schemes. 

The Economic Relief Association pro- 
posed a system of life insurance with 
refund policies. 

From circulars issued by Fitzsimmons 
as early as November, 1965, it is ap- 
parent that “certificates had not been 
promptly matured.” In other words, 
that the investors had not received $2 
for $1 invested. fh a circular dated No- 
vember 5. 1906, issued in Buffalo, Fitz- 
simmons answered the queries of cert!- 
fied holders who were willing to sell 
their certificates to him at cost and al- 
low him to reap the double profit, t he 
would but give them their money back. 
His reply was: “I would be very glad 
to take them if I had the money to be 
used for that purpose. I am practically 
the only person who contributes to the 
organization for its benefit and without 
thought of pecuniary reward.” 

PETERS MONEY MISSING. 
Other circulars were issued after that 
explaining the lack of returns, and 
they all breathe the same spirit. They 
said new subscribers were scared away 
on account of attacks made on the 
system by newspapers, and because 
there was no money coming from 
Peter there was none to pay Paul. 
The Seattle Post Intelligencer of Sep- 
tember 26 contains a report of the in- 
vestigation that paper has been con- 
ducting into the affairs of the Seattle 
office of the Golden Rule Fraternity of 
the World Betterment League. The re- 
port says Thomas B. Waiker—Fitz- 
simmons’s hired man-—the district 
manager of the Golden Rule Fratefnity 
in Seattle, is carrying on a business 
there for which he was convicted on 
June 9, 1906, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court. 

The charge was that he carried on 
a fraudulent business through the 
mails, known as the Cumulative Credit 
Company. The report says a new 
trial was refused, and Walker was sen- 
tenced to one year in the penitentiary 
and to ya fi of $100 and costs. 
Walker ‘Is now out on bail pending 
an appeal.

AN FRANCISCO'S SHAME. 
The mass meeting held in San 
Francisco on Saturday evening was 


ealled for the avowed purpose of form- 192 


ing a “committee of safety,” which is 
the modern euphemism for vigilance 
committee. There is necessity, plain 
enough, for the formation of such a 
committee. Existing conditions have 
made this necessity imperative. Vigi- 
lance committees are unnecessary and 
undesirable in communities where the 
laws are respected enforced, as 
they shauld be in alf communities. It 
is only when the laws are habitually 
and flagrantly violated, when peace of- 
ficials refuse to do their duty, when 
judges release criminals from custody 
and punish innocent persons, when 
crime and lawlessness stalk in public 
places unwhipped of justice, when the 
lives and property of the community 
are in danger, and the citizen has no 
assurance of protection in the exer- 
cise of his guaranteed rights—it is 
only in such emergencies that the for- 
mation of vigilance committees is jus- 
tifiable. 

San Francisco has reached a condi- 
tion where the formation of a vigi- 
lance committee is both justifiable and 
necessary. Her courts of justice are 
corrupt. Her police department is rot- 
ten with graft. Her whole municipal 
administration is outrageously inef- 
ficient and criminally venal. Inas- 
much as her law-abiding citizens can 
obtain no protection from those whose 
duty it is to furnish them protection, 
they are justified in taking such meas- 
ures as are necessary to protect them- 
selves and their property from the 
dangerous assaults of predatory ruf- 
fianism. 

The reign of crime in San Francisco 
is due, chiefly if not wholly, to the 
predominance of labor-union thug- 
gery. The municipal government is 
dominated and controlled by labor- 
union bosses such as Schmitz, McCar- 
thy and Cornelius, and these are un- 
der the corrupt and cunning direction 
of Abe Ruef, the Mephistopheles of 
the municipal régime. This is why 
crime runs rampant in San Francisco. 
This is why it is not safe for decent 
citizens to walk the streets of that 
union-cursed city day or night. And 
this is why a vigilance committee is 
one of the urgent necessities of the 
hour. 

2 don’t want no vigilance 
committee and no committee of pub- 
lic safety,” announced one of the del- 
egates from the Labor Council, at the 
Saturday night meeting. Of course 
the thugs and labor bosses do not 
want any vigilance committee. It 
would seriously interfere with their 
plans. It would put a stop to their 
thuggery—and mayhap it might place 
some of them at the lower end of a 
perpendicular rope. None of the 
thieves and murderers in San Fran- 
cisco would welcome the entrance of 
a well-organized and determined vigi- 
lance committee on the scene. Labor- 
union slugging and lawlessness in 
general would soon become both un- 
popular and unhealthy if the commit- 
tee did its duty—and there is not 
much likelihood of fallure on that 
| score. 

But there is a strong probability 


formed, whether the union criminals 
desire it or not. Their wishes wil! 
hardly be considered very seriously. 
in view of the fact that they are 
chiefly responsible for the carnival of 
crime. It is not customary for men 
to go into a den of thieves in search 
of information as to the best way to 
prevent thievery.

U. D. North, director, has published e 
well-prepared bulletin showing the ag- 
gregate of the public debt of the 
United States in the years 1870, 1889, 
4890 and 1902. By “public debt of the 
United States“ is meant the entire 
public debt of the national government,

As there was an increase of 5761.

There is the story right at a glance, 
$643,000,000 increase in “cities, vil- 
lages, townships, precincts, etc.” That 
means waterworks, fire departments, 
sewer system, city, town, village and 
township improvements of a general 
character, and all the many other pub- 
lic comforts and public necessities. 
Not a dollar of that increased debt 
need be regretted. It is part and par- 
cel of the general prosperity which has 
become ours in the past twelve years, 
and particularly in the last nine of 
those twelve years. We would not go 
back to the old, slow way of making 


facile for $643,000,000, nor for ten 
times $643,000,000. 

For instance’ we want water and 
plenty of it, even though it costs $23,- 
000.000 to get it for a single city, like 
Los Angeles. The primary and the 
governing consideration in the cost of 
water supply or of any public neces- 
sity is not its first cost compared with 
the population at that time, but the 
advisability of spending what may be 
necessary to insure the comfort, fire 
protection, etc., of not only the pres- 
ent population but also of the popula- 
tion to come. There is no better 
drawing card for a city than an ample 
and first-class water supply, con- 
structed with even a larger eye to the 
future than to the present. The same 
argument holds good for all public 
things which comfort or guard the lite 
‘and work of a community, and most 
particularly of a great and growing 
community having the recommenda- 
tions and prospects that Los Angeles 
has. The man (or the city) that 
builds only for the present is not wise, 
nor considerate, in his day and genera- 
tion. A thouand cities, towns, etc., 
are benefiting by that $1,387,000,000 
part of the entire public debt of our 
country and are well able to pay it. 
In fact it is not really a “public debt“ 
—not being held abroad—but an in- 
vestment among ourselves, which pays

“The Real Thing.” 

EV. C. C. PIPRCE, pastor of the 
R Memorial Baptist Church, preached 

last evening on “Religion, the 
Real Thing.” In the course of his ser- 
mon he said: “There is nothing more 
necessary, nothing more vital and 
nothing more delightful in human life 
than a true religion. The religious in- 
stinct is well-nigh universal, and has 
had the profoundest influence on hu- 
man history. Nothing, in the opinion 
of some of the best and wisest men 
who have ever lived, is more vitally 
necessary to the proper growth and 
evolution of the human race thap true 
religion, prdperly expressed. 

„At the same time, there is nothing 
with which man has to do which is 80 
universally, so continually and so woe- 
fully counterfeited as religion. Like 
all good and necessary things, it has 
had its substitutes, and these substi- 
tutes have wrought untold evil in hu- 
man life. 

“Happily for us, however, we have 
a very fine and a very simple test given 
us by which we may be able to detect 
the ‘real thing.” This test is so sim- 
ple that we can all apply it. James, 
who had been to school to the greatest 
religious teacher the world ever saw, 
says there are just two elements to @ 
religion which will pass the inspection 
of God. We must work out the prob- 
lem of living in helpful relations with 
our fellow men, and we must master 
the world, rather than to let it master 
us. ‘Visit the widow and the father- 
less,’ and keep yourself ‘unspotted from 
the world.” This is all. 

“The first is exceedingly easy to un- 
derstand, and equally difficult to ac- 
tually realize. The idea is that we are 
to live in this world to help our fellow 
men. Every afflicted human deins. 
every one who is in need of our as- 
sistance, is to be the object of our 
care. It is only slowly, very slowly, 
that we are coming to realize this high 
ideal. Men once used to live for the 
purpose of butchering their fellow men. 
They had not yet learned to live to- 
gether as they should. Warfare le sure- 
ly away. It is no longer the 
sole occupation of gentlemen. We are 
not to exploit our fellow men, but to 
live with him in relations mutually 
helpful. Before another century is 
gone warfare will be a thing of the 
forever past. 

“But the great battlefields of indus- 
trial ‘warfare are still as bloody and 
heartiess as ever. Here the strong 
still feel that they have as much of a 
God-given right to prey upon their less 
fortunate fellows as the strong nations 
or the strong barons of the past felt 
that they had a right to butcher and 
rob their neighbors. This conception Is 
also to pass away. 

“Slowly but surely men are coming 
to rule the forces of nature, ang chain 
these mighty forces like helpless giants 
to our chariot wheels of progress. But 
at present the mastery of the world 
and the things of the world are only 
apparent. We are still the slaves of 


tality, the coarseness, the filth of this 
world are all too much in evidence in 
our lives and our activities. In our 
mastery of the material forces of the 
world we have not made a correspond- 
ing gain spiritually or ethically. Our 
attainments and conquests are, alas, 
too often clods to bind us to the earth, 
instead of wings to enable us to soar 
into the higher regions. 

“Still, there is evidence that progress 
is being made, and we do believe that 
the time willl come when the ideals of 
the most truly religious teachers the 
world has never seen will be realized, 
and the two great standards of true 
religion which he gave when applied to 
our lives will not find us wanting.”

For years the Arizona Republi- 
cans have been defeated by narrow 
margins in the Congressional elec- 
tions, yet not once have they charged 
that the vote was not a “straight” one. 
In New Mexico the ballot is open and 
but slightly guarded. Judge Rodey, 
the chief advocate of jointure, openly 
proclaimed that ballot boxes were 
stuffed against him and that he was 


robbed of thousands of votes by un- 
bluching fraud in the last election, 


when he ran against Andrews as an 
independent candidate for Delegate to 
Congress from New Mexieo.

And life means to them eating, drink- 
ing, sleeping, talking. walking, sing- 
ing. dancing and generally humoring 
the mind by satisfying the cravings of 
the senses. That's life—that’'s what 
life means to the average votary of 
modern civilization born of the con- 
ceptions of material science. 

Poor, poor mortals. All of them are 
disappointed, of course, and they de- 
serve to be disappointed.

Yes, life is law, from its subtilest

harmony of action of that law through 
all the planes is health, and unbroken 


continuation of that harmony conduces 


to longevity. That which disturbs this 
harmony of action of that law, ob- 
structs its smooth working. is dis- 


ease, which cuts life short and leads 


to early death. 
If we understand the meaning of the 


word health“ rightly, it may help us 


to know how to enjoy good health and 


long life. Health means the state of 


being whole. It means normal bodily

Our pe- 
riodicals and novels now show brain 
exhaustion. Babylon, Egypt, Greece, 
Rome, Spain. once very strong, suf- 
fered brain weakness, and became un- 
fit for competition. The foundérs of 
nations have strong brains, because 
they are poor, religious and moral. 


Christ, now as of old, invites the

“Then when David saw the rainbow 


and witnessed the storm clouds dis- 
appear, did he feel that God was his 
protector and  never-failing friend? 
Was he filled with the divine peace 
which passeth all understanding? 


“Or, it may be different scenes that 


suggested to the sweet singer of Is- 
rael the image of my text. Perhaps 
it was on a day when one of his shee 
went astray. He counted the floc 
over and over again, and he found 
that one was surely lost. So he start- 
ed up the mountainside to hunt it. 
Higher and higher he went. He 
plunged through this thicket and that. 
Then at last he found it. But in the 
meantime the night settled In. Then 
the stars of the heavens were shut 
out by the black clouds. Then the 


thunder began to growl. Then with 
his bleating sheep following close at 
his heels, he saw the lightning’s Gash. 

“Then he said: ‘Ah, that must 
have been the way God's voice sound- 
ed to Moses, when he spoke to him 
among the caverns and the deep ra- 
vines of old Sinai.

“I personally believe that the Psalm- 
ist did not catch the meaning of 
text, when he was tending his sheep 
down tn the valleys, but when he was 
hunting for a lost lamb in one of the 
secret places of thunder. 

“The words suggest that God's se- 
cret places of thunder are far away 
from the ordinary haunts of man. 
They are so far away, that for a lit- 
tle while at least, we can get away 
from the selfishness, and meanness, 
and sordidness surrounding us. We 
can live upon a higher plane. It is 
necessary at times, when our vision 
is clouded and our spirits warped by 
the world’s principles an ms, to 
climb beyond its reach into the u 
per air of God's presence, where, 
the secret place of thunder we may 
hear His voice. Thus, in order to 
reach God's secret places of th ‘ 
we must get out of the world. ” 
must lift ourselves above its mean- 
ness and sins. We must lift ourselves 
from earth and walk with God, and 
commune with God upon the moun- 
taintops of love and gentleness and 
kindness. We must learn upon these 
mountaintops of spirituality to 
breathe the pure air of the purposes 
for which we were born, and for 
which we can live through all eter- 
nity.
